The strike was reported to have

Retirement Privilege Defi- 
nitely Scorned by Trio, 
Including Justice Russell. 


Three members of the Georgia su- 

preme court, including Chief Justice 
Richard B. Ruesell Sr., yesterday de- 
clared they did not expect to take 
advantage of the new retirement act 
— a fourth declined to commit him- 
self, 
Associate Justice Marcus W. Beck, 
one of the four court members eligible 
for retirement under the law, told The 
Constitution : 

“T have reached no definite conclu- 
gion yet, not having read the act. I 
do not care to say anything about it 
right now.” 

Justice Beck had been referred to 
previously in another newspaper as 
planning to avail himself of the privi- 
lege, which would permit retirement 
of justices, after reaching the age of 
70 yeare and having*served 10 years 
on the court, on two-thirds pay. 

Chief Justice Russell, who has three 
years of his current term to go, said: 

“IT have no idea of retiring. I was 
elected by the people of Georgia and 
will be retired by them if at all. I 
am the only chief justice in the his 
tory of the court ever to be elected 
originally by the people, honored with 
a popular majority of 104,000 votes 
and carrying more than 125 coun- 
ties.”

CALCUTTA, India, April 1—()— | 


British India assumed autonomous | 
government today with a general strike 
and widespread demonstrations. 

There was no violence, but millions | 
observed the day in mourning and pro- 
test against the new constitution which 
granted the measure of self-govern- 
ment to the 11 provinces 

There were arrests in various cen- 
ters, as followers of the congres. party, 
which bitterly opposed the constitu- 
tion, demonstrated in the streets. 

Jayaprakash Narain, secretary of 
the All-India Congress party, was 
among 15 arrested for organizing a 
procession at Patna in defiance of a 
police ban. 

University students at Lucknow 
stood in their seats for one minute to 
express sympathy for the hartal— 
passive halting of work—called by the 
congress party in protest against a 
qualified independence rather than 
complete independence from Great 
Britain 

The majority of shops were closed 
in Delhi and 25 persons were arrested 
there for demonstrating against the 
new regime. The strike was obsery-d 
also at Calcutta, Poona a d Lahore. 
Even public conveyances were unob- 
tainable at Patna. 

Many Hindu shops in various cities 
closed only the front doors—and con- | 
tinued to do business from the back. 

Future Is Perplexing. 

Although the day passed far more 
quietly than police ‘had anticipated. 
the future of the autonomous admin- 
istrations was perplexing and unclear. 

Moderate parties held control in leg- 
islatures of the remaining five prov- 
inces and governments ready to co- 
operate in administration of the new | 
constitution were being formed. The 
provinces were Bengal, Sind, Assam, 
Punjah and the north-west frontier.

Under perfect playing conditions, 
young Nelson, metropolitan open 
champion and ninth among the win- 
ter money winners, shattered the com- 
petitive record for the course with 
a sensational 66, six under par. 

Jones, unable to regain the con- 
centration that carried him to 13 ma- 
jor titles, suffered a miserable case 
of putting “jitters” to fall far be- 
hind with a 79, seven strokes over 
par and in a tie for 42d place after 
the first 18 holes.

Nelson, a quiet kid whose ances- 
tors were a combination of Irish and 
Swedes, slipped through slim galleries 
with a nice pair of 33’s, three under 
on each side of the beautiful Augusta 
layout.

A Tragedy of Golf. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 1.—Bobby 
Jones came into the room two hours 
before his starting time in his fourth 
| public appearance at the Masters’ golf 
'tournament since his grand slam of 
| 19380. 


first start in 1934—twenty-second in 

his second start in 1935, and thirty- 

third in his third journey a year ago. 
“At least,” he said, smiling a 
trifle ruefully, “I can’t do worse.” 

But in the first round of the 

Masters, under sunlit skies of 

southern blue, he finished in a tie 

for forty-second place among a 

field of 46 starters, just 13 strokes 

away from a lanky Fort .Worth 

(‘Nexan) named Byron Nelson, 

who broke the course record with 

a 66. 

The ghosts of golf haunt you with 
an incredible persistency. ‘They are 
worse than bloodhounds on the chase. 
“Tf IT can only get by the first three 
holes,” Bob said. “I might do fairly 
well. They are the ones I dread.” I 
watched ham pacing back and forth 
| across the room and you couldn’t miss 
the tension in his system. After all, 
' this was his tournament. He made 
‘it. Tis record made it as a golfer, a 
‘competitor and a_ sportsman. He 
‘wanted to play well here nfore than 
he ever wanted to play well in any 
championship he had ever tackled. “If 
I can only get by the first three 
holes—” he said, 

He had his par at the first. After 
a 280-yard tee shot, he had to struggle 
for his par at the second. And then 
‘the explosion—the avalanche—the 
esrthquake came at the third. I could 
see the powder magazine of high ten- 
sion forming at the second hole. Here 
was the great golfer of all time, win- 
‘ner of 12 national crowns, facing & 
sunburned, tournament-tough field of 
opponents whose only thought was 
beating par. Not merely equalling it. 
To many of these, par was only & 
hogie, an old man’s score. 

I don’t believe in sport I can re- 
call a greater tragedy than the 350- 
yard third hole, a simple par 4—a 
drive and a short pitch. At this hole 
Jones hit a straight shot and reach- 
ed the green on his second. His ap- 
proach putt stopped four feet short. 
His second putt slipped 18 inches by 
the cup. He missed his third and 
there was a 6 with a four-putt 
green for the first time in his career, 
dating back to a boy of 12, 23 years 


ago. 

Four putts—three putts from four 
feet over a flawless grass carpet. I 
was standing with John Jackson, pres- 
ident of the U. 8. G. A., when this 
took place. “I don’t believe,” he said 
to me, “I can stand this any longer. 
| I feel as if someone had driven a knife 
into my heart.” 

I think evervone felt the same. 
Bobby Jones, with a putting stroke in 
the old days as smooth as a southern 
summer breeze, taking four putts— 
and that was the beginning of the end 
that led to 41 out and a total of 79.

An effective neutrality control 
echeme will be in operation within 10 
aavs, both French and British sources 
predicted.
